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INTRODUCTION. 

This  contribution  to  the  genealogy  of  the  Fair- 
banks family  is  printed  by  Thaddeus  Fairbanks  in 
the  hope  that  others  may  trace  the  lines  of  other 
branches,  and  the  record  be  made  much  more 
complete  at  some  future  time. 

The  earlier  part  is  compiled  mainly  from  various 
town  histories,  especially  that  of  Sherborn  and  Ded- 
ham,  Mass.,  with  something  from  those  of  Peter- 
borough, Dublin,  Chester,  Antrim,  Charlestown,  etc.. 
some  corrections  being  made  in  cases  where  the 
original  records  were  accessible. 

The  name  is  spelled  ''ffairebanke"  in  the  will  of 
George  F.,  of  Sowerby  in  1650,  and  "Fairbanke"  in 
the  inventory  of  the  estate  of  the  first  Jonathan  F., 
in  1668.  The  final  "e"  in  these  ancient  documents 
is  written  like  the  modern  ''s,"  so  that  the  name  there 
has  oftenest  been  read  "Fairbanks."  In  the  same 
way  "Sowerby"  has  been  read  "Somerby." 

Most  in  America  who  bear  the  name  are  descended 
from  Jonathan  Fairbanke,  who  came  from  England 
with  his  family  in  the  year  1633  or  earlier.  Neither 
John  F.,  also  of  Dedham,  who  was  perhaps  his 
brother,  nor  Richard  F.  of  Boston,  who  came  about 
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the  same  time,  left  any  sons  to  bear  their  name, 
of  whom  record  can  be  found.  Ruth  Fairebank 
of  HaHfax,  (England?)  married  a  Robert  Field  and 
moved  to  Rhode  Island,  November  23,  1624, 
and  it  is  quite  likely  that  others  may  have  come 
here  from  England.  There  seems,  however,  to  be 
nothing  to  indicate  that  any  of  the  present  families 
in  the  United  States  are  not  descended  from  Jona- 
than Fairbanke. 

The  order  of  the  present  arrangement  is  primarily 
by  generations  ;  then  those  of  each  generation  are 
arranged  by  families,  placing  first  the  families  of 
older  sons. 

In  any  generation,  the  sons  in  each  family  in  the 
order  of  their  ages,  are  designated  by  capital  letters 
in  alphabetical  order.  Those  of  the  first  generation 
by  the  left  hand  letters,  those  of  the  second  by  the 
second  letter  of  the  series,  and  so  on. 

Thus  the  sons  of  Jonathan  are  lettered  A,  B,  C,  D, 
and  these  letters  are  repeated  continually,  so  that  the 
first  or  left  hand  letter  against  any  name  shows  from 
which  of  these  four  sons  the  person  named  is  de- 
scended. 

The  sonsof  B  George  (the  second  who  left  children) 
are  lettered  BA,  BB  and  BC,  and  the  sons  of  BC  Jona- 
than are  lettered  BCA,  BCB,  etc.  In  this  way  the  let- 
ters  set  against  any  name  make  evident  at  a  glance 
the  whole  line  of  that  person's  ancestors. 
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The  father  of  BAABB  Joseph  F.  is  BAAB,  a  Jonas  F., 
his  grandfather  is  BAA,  a  George  F.,  while  the 
line  is  descended  from  B  the  second  son  of  the  first 
Jonathan. 

BCAA  George  and  BCAC  Drury  are  brothers  since 
they  have  the  same  father,  BCA  George ;  while  BCAA 
George  and  BCBC  Daniel  are  cousins,  having  the 
same  grandfather,  BC  Jonathan. 

This  method  shows  simply  and  clearly  the  relation 
of  any  one  person  to  any  other,  and  to  all  the  rest 
of  the  line.

Reprinting  this  page  gives  opportunity  to  record 
the  death  of  Mr.  Thaddeus  Fairbanks,  to  whose 
interest  in  the  family  history,  this  pamphlet  owes 
its  being.  He  died  April  12,  1886,  honored  and 
beloved. 

We  mention  a  very  handsome  pamphlet  contain- 
ing a  "Fairbanks  Family  Record  ;"  being  a  full  record 
of  the  descendants  of  Abel  Fairbanks  (BBAA), 
prepared  by  Charles  H.  Fairbanks,  Esq.,  (BBAABEA  ) 
of  Homer,  N.  Y.  Also  another,  'The  last  will  of 
Ralph  Day,"  (husband  of  Susan  Fairbanke,)  printed 
at  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

An  error  in  reference  letters  is  noted  :  On  page 
1 7  Ebenezer  F.  is  designated  as  BBAF,  instead  of  BBA& 
as  appears  on  page  23,  and  in  the  repetitions  there- 
after.

The  Fairbanks  Genealogy. 


The  Fairbanks  family  of  England  have  a  tradition 
that  the  first  of  the  name  came  from  Scotland. 
Daniel  and  Christopher  Fairbanks,  woolen  waste 
dealers,  live  in  Milrowe  near  Rochdale,  and  their 
^l&^Mrs.  Frances  Fairbanks  Lord,  in  Man.d  three 
miles  from  Sowerby.  Their  father  was'^c^ni-T.,  who 
owned  a  farm  in  Bachisland  in  Halifax,  to  which 
place  his  father,  Christopher  F.,moved  from  Sowerby, 
four  miles  away,  some  hundred  years  ago.  The  fa- 
ther of  this  Christopher  used  to  speak  of  his  uncle 
(great  uncle?)  Jonathan,  who  went  to  America. 
Others  ol  the  name  live  in  Halifax,  Bachisland  near 
Coventry  Hall,  Butterball,  Norland  and  other  vil- 
lages in  this  hill  country  on  the  border  of  Yorkshire 
and  Lancashire.  Old  Sowerby  is  now  a  small  ham- 
let, four  miles  from  Halifax,  and  22  from  Man- 
chester, while  Sowerby  Bridge,  a  railway  and  manu- 
facturing village,  has  grown  up  a  mile  below. 

Jonathan  Fairbanke  came  from  Sowerby  in  the 
west  riding  of  Yorkshire,  England,  probably  in  1633 
[v.  Appendix,  the  will  of  his  cousin  George  F.  of 
Sowerby.]      He  settled  in  Dedham  in  1636,  received 
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a  small  grant  of  land  from  the  town  in   1641,  and 
died    there    Dec.    5,  1668.

John  Fairbanke  came  to  Dedham  from  Eng- 
land about  the  same  time  with  Jonathan,  and  is  per- 
haps his  brother.  Assisted  in  the  survey  of  Charles 
River  in  June,  1641.

Richard  Fairebanke  probably  came  in  the 
"Griffin"  with  his  wife  Elizabeth.  He  was  admitted 
to  the  first  church    in  Boston  *'in  ye  S'th  moneth, 
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1633,"  and  **in  ye  9'th  moneth,  Elizabeth  Faire- 
bancke."  He  was  made  freeman  "by  ye  generall 
courte"  May  14,  1634;  was  a  man  of  some  distinc- 
tion, keeper  of  the  Village  Inn.  By  the  Governor 
and  Company  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  March  12,  1638, 
was  ''aloued  to  sell  wine  and  strong  wat^'  for  the 
town  of  Boston;"  and  again  in  1646  as  a  "man 
of  good  report  and  ability  toe  manage  y^  calling,  if 
he  shall  be  willing  to  take  it."  April  13,  1635  "^^^ 
a  generall  meeting  upon  publique  notice"  he  was 
"intreated  to  take  the  cows  to  keeping  that  are  upon 
the  neck;"  in  1636  he  was  "chosen  to  serve  of  the 
pettie  jury;"  and  in  the  same  year  was  elected  hog 
reeve  to  see  "that  every  inhabitant  among  us  forth- 
with ring  and  yoake  their  swine;"  in  1637  ^'^^  made 
"fould  keeper;"  also  was  allotted  three  and  twenty- 
acres  of  land.  The  same  year  he  was  disarmed 
for  dangerous  heresy  "concerning  the  opinions  and 
revelations  of  Mr.  Wheelwright  and  Mrs.  Hutchin- 
son," but  seems  not  to  have  continued  long  in  dis- 
favor. Nov  9'th,  1639,  he  was  appointed  first  post 
master  for  the  whole  colony,  receiving  "all  letters 
from  beyond  the  seas,  or  that  are  to  be  sent  thither" 
and  "allowed  for  every  such  letter  a  penny;"  in  1642 
was  appointed  to  arrange  for  selling  milk,  and  in 
1643  ^3.s  elected  "surveyghour  of  the  highwayes 
in  this  neck."  In  1645  the  book  of  possessions 
shows  that  he  owned  a  house  and  garden  on  the  east 
side    of    High   street,     where     the     Blue    Anchor 
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tavern  was  kept  later,  not  far  from  Congress  street, 
and  a  garden  on  the  other  side  of  Washington  street, 
near  where  Music  Hall  now  stands,  reaching  through 
to  the  common,  also  five  acres  adjoining  the  south 
side  of  the  common,  and  four  acres  from  Chambers 
street  northeast  to  the  river.

BBA&BB  Thaddeus  P.,  removed  to  St.  Johnsbury 
with  his  father  in  181 5,  and  with  him  built  a  sawmill 
and  gristmill.  In  1823  he  started  a  small  iron  foun- 
dry, making  cooking  stoves  and  cast  iron  plows, 
these  being  the  first  iron  ploughshares  ever  made. 
In  1830  he  invented  the  Fairbanks'  scale,  hav- 
ing a  platform  supported  at  its  corners  by  such 
a  combination  of  levers  that  a  load  placed  any- 
where upon  it  will  have  its  weight  accurately  indi- 
cated upon  the  scale  beam.  Later  he  patented  the 
arrangement,  now  universally  adopted  in  all  refrige- 
rators, of  placing  the  ice  higher  than  the  article  to 
be  cooled,  and  the  courts  decided  that  he  was  the 
original  inventor,  entitled  to  the  broad  claim.  He 
also  patented  steam-heating  apparatus.  For  improve- 
ments in  scales  he  has  received  thirty-three  patents. 
Besides  many  medals  from  various  exhibitions,  he 
received  at  the  Vienna  world's  fair  exposition  the 
highest  honor  given  to  any  American  and  was  made 
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a  Knight  of  the  Imperial  Order  of  Francis  Joseph. 
From  other  foreign  countries  he  has  received  recogni- 
tion as  the  inventor  of  standard  scales.  He  has 
been  an  active  promoter  of  religious  and  educational 
interests,  having  provided  the  buildings  and  most  of 
the  endowment  of  the  St.  Johnsbury  Academy.
